BIMETALLISM 

DiscDBsed In tbe Imperial Farliament 
—Another Inteirnational Confer- 
ence Talked Of. 



Ifefirotiatlons to Be Opened With Ber- 
lin-Sir William Hareoort's 
Statement.

London, Feb, '20.— In the Houte of Com- 
mons to day Mr. Everett, Liberal mombor 
of parliament, offered a motion stating that 
tbe house views with apprebenalon tbo 
growing divergoDoe between gold and silver. 
Ho urged tho government to oo-operato 
with tho other powers in placing gold and 
silver on a common latio, and further said 
England was not justified in bankrupting 
her creditors by her oourae regarding ailver. 

Bt. Hon. Henry Chaplin, Conservative, 
aeoondcd Mr. £verett'a motion, and severely 
arraigned the governmenb for its coarse to- 
wards silver. He predicted that bi-metal- 
lists would be viotorions at no distant day, 
begause it had jaitioe and truth on its side. 

sir William Harooart said he had never 
denied the existence kf evil in oonecquonco 
of the growing divcrence of the values ol 
gold and silver. At tho monetary confer- 
onoe at Brnseels, a majority of the Euro- 
poan countries had deoiared in favor of a 
mono-metallic currency. \\ ben u propoaal 
from Germany or any other country reuched 
the governuient, it would be timo ennuijh to 
oonsider the ([ueelionof England's joining 
in another oonforonoe. Ho would tugi^eot 
that if another conference waa held it should 
bo understood that it was not for mere 
academic diacuaaion; but the delegates 
ought to bo empowered to make defiaito 
propoeala embodying their views. Tho in- 
tornats of tho country as tho great- 
eat, trading and monetary centre of 
thb world were bound up in the eoundnoea 
of hor currency, and it ought to bo borno in 
mind that England conducted her trade 
upoti relatively tho emalloat baeia of any 
onuutry. She did so because she hud tho 
Urgcat credit. (Elear, bear. ) Leaving in- 
ternational oonaiderations for tho national 
aapeot of tho question, ho contended that 
there ought to be a continuity of tho cur- 
rency policy which tho nation had ottainod. , 
Though hoping little from an International 
uionotary conference, iuaamuoh aa a motion 
had been brought forward on common 
gronnda declaring that evils existed which 
the government admitted, and as he had 
only been Invited to co-operate with tbe 
powers on the subject, he had decided not 
to oppose the reaolution. (Cheers.) 

The parliamentary bi-metaliiitoamniititee, 
immediately after Sir Wm. Haroonrt had 
announced his acceptance of ULr. Everett's 
motion, telegraphed to the BSrlla bi-metal- 
liat. league asking it to urge upon Prince 
Hohenlohe, the German cbonoeUor, the ex- 
pcilionoy of opening nsgotiationi for a mone- 
tary oonferenoe at Berlin. The league re- 
sponded with a telegram congratulating the 
Eogliah bi-metalliata upon the suooesa of Mr. 
Everett's motion, Tbe opinion prevails in 
the lobby that an International oonferenoe on 
tho subject is aaeured, 

Tho Ddily News, to-morrow, will say 
that it deeply regrets tbe deolalon of the 
government to accept Mr. Everett's pro- 
poaal In regard to the monetary question, 
bolloving that bi-motalliam would be in- 
jurious, if not fatal, to British commercial 
Bupromacy, It oannot halp fearing that the 
acquleacenco of the ministers means a re- 
newalof negotiations from whiohnouseful ro- 
Bult can bo expected and whloh may stimulate 
and encourogn a fallacioua and pernicious 
movement, NoverlholoaB, tho Newa ro- 
joicoa that Sir Wm. Harcourt made it plain 
that the cabinet adheres to tho aeltlod tiuun- 
clal policy of tho United Kingdom. 

The Standard to morrow will aay : "Wo 
are absolutely bound not to awervu from the 
principio of tho gold standard, nor can wo 
atlord to give the smallest color to tho Bup- 
poaition that wo are likely to relax the 
wholesome rigity of this rule. But as far as 
can bs aooompliahed without the impair- 
ment of this prinoiple it is urgently 
our interest to promote steadiness in 
the comparative value of the two metala. 
Sir William Haroourt therefore, wiaely 
spoke in sympathy with the projected coo> 
ferenoe. Nothing is likely to result from it, 
but it would have been aoKraoions and im- 
politiotoezolude any suggestion bearing tbe 
faintest glimmer of hope," 

RIOTINH IN SAVANNAH. 

Tho Outcome of a bi'dtirnby Ex-I'rlcst .losoph 
.Slattery. 

?AVANNAU, Oa., Feb. 26. — Savannah 
escaped a riot to-night through the interveti- 
tion of the military. The trouble was pre- 
cipitated by ex Priest Joseph Slattory'a lec- 
ture on tho Roman Citholio priesthood 
For several daya elTorta have been made by 
members of the Analont Order of Hibernians 
to revoke the ex-prieal'u permit to deliver 
the leotnre, but tho Mayor, upon legal 
advice, replied that it could not be 
done. Throats were openly made ugninst 
tho lecturer, and tho chief of police and a 
detail of offioora wore ordered on duty at 
the hull where the leoturo waa to be de- 
livered. Tho lecturer liad boon spoakint,' 
bub a abort 'in c -ben tho crowd which liad 
guthered ' h-- mitsido began to hurlatonea 
through the windows and among tho audi- 
ence. Tho poUco ordered tho orowd to 
diBporao. It refused to do ao, ami kept on 
ahouting and jeering, Tho Mayor 
wan notified, and oftor a consultation 
with the chief of police decided 
to order out the military. 1'ho 
riot alarm waa sent in and in half an hour 
eight companies of infantry and a troop of 
diamounted cavalry wore on tho aceoe. 
Tho lecture waa over by tho timo tho mili- 
tary arrived, and moat of tho audienoo had 
loft tho hall, A detail of mounted polioo 
stood guard at the entrance, Tho orowd 
numborcd 2,000 by thia timo, largely epco- 
tatora. A portion of it kept yelling and 
hurling brioka at tho windows of the hall 
where tho ex -priest wag. A few shots wcro 
fired in the air by the rioters but no one 
waa hurt. The eleotrlo lights around tho 
hall were broken with missiles end for a 
time the neighborhood waa Id darkneia. Af- 
ter the military arrived on the loeoe there 
was comparative quiet. The streets were 
oloarod for a block in every direction 
and tho troops remained on guard until the 
disturbance had snbalded, when the lectu- 
rer was brongbtout of the hall and escorted 
by a sqaad of 20 polloe, surrounded by two 



battalionaof soldiers, to bis hotel, Th 
crowd followed and jeered along the street a 
but there was no attempt at an open at 
tack. Half an hour after the ez-priest'a 
wife was escorted from the hall to the hotel 
by a squad of polioe. 

THE "BLBB" DISASTER- 

Eviaence That The "Crathle's" Telegraph 
Was Frozen at the Time of 
the Disaster. 

London, Fob. 26.— At tho Irquoat of the 
Elba's disaster to-day, at Lowestoft, pilot 
Greenham testified that after the crash at- 
tempts were made to close the water-tight 
doors of tho Elbe. Tho captain of the Elbe 
romi^iced on tho bridge until tho last. The 
captain ordered tho boats to he got out, but 
tho ropoa were frozen andliad to bo chopped 
away. Tbo orders given by the captaiu 
were obeyed. There waa no confusion. 
The captain and chief engineer of 
the Crathie deposed that the vesael's 
telegraph was frozen at the time of the 
oolliaton. Orders were given to the look- 
out man, who ahouted to them to the engine 
room. The engineer admitted that ho hud 
not looked to see whether or not the tele- 
graph was all right when the vessels sailtd 
from Rottendam, On the oonolnslon of tl)a 
engineer's testimony the ooroner intimate it 
that tho inquoat would he adjourned until 
March 2G, The solicitor for the captain of 
tbe Crathie objected to thia propoaal nod 
asked tbe jury to render a verdict. It would 
bo cruel, ho aald, to let tbo matter hang 
fire over the captain's bead for a month. 
Tho coroner opposed tho rendering of a 
verdiot at the present time, and the inquest 
was adjanrned.

11 thia morning. J. C. Ewort, of Winni- 
peg appeared for tho Roman Cathoiioa, and 
Dalton McCarthy for tho provincial govern- 
ment. The latter said bo had received a 
telegram from Attorney- General Sifton in- 
struoting him to protest vigoronaly against 
the short notice which the Manitoba gov- 
ornment had received. Mr. McCarthy 
wanted an adjournmonb until after tho 
olouo of tho session of the leglaiaturo, ao that 
Mr Siflon could be present. 

Mr. Ewarl strongly protested against thia 
course, aa, he said, it would involve practic- 

Uy a delay of one year in aocuring redress 
for tho Roman Catholics. Should a remedi- 
al order bo mode tho federal parliament 
would not bo soizod of juriadiotion until tho 
province had sent its reply, although it was 
clearly evident from the speech at tbo open- 
ing of tho legislature that no remedial order 
would be obeyed. 

Mr. McCarthy said when he heard that 
there waa no posaibility of postponement he 
had telegraphed the Attorney General, ask- 
ing for hia views on the matter. He had 
not received any reply. It waa therefore 
decided to adjourn until 3 o'clock this 
afternoon to see if a meeaage 
oamo. At the afternoon session 
Mr. McCarthy announced that he had 
received a telegram from Mr. Sifton in 
whloh he stated that if be (Mr. McCarthy) 
oould not procure an adjournment for a suf- 
ficient length of time for the preparation of 
the argument he had better proceed. After 
some disoussion it was decided to proceed 
with the appeal next Monday, and in the 
meantime Mr. MoGartfay would endeavor to 
secure the attendance of the Soperintendent 
of Education for Manitoba.

The Btreeta were, thronged with 
people, and enormous crowds gathered at 
every favorable point of observation. The 
hearae, which waa drawn by aix white 
horaes, waa followed by Emperor Franoia 
Joseph at whoae right waa Emperor Wil- 
liam, of Germany, in the nnlform of the 
Austrian Husaara. Following the two Em- 
perors were the Grand Duke Vladimir, of 
Russia, tho Duke of Aoata, repreaentlng the 
King of Italy, the German Princea, the Aus- 
trian Archdukea, Marshal Martinez do 
CampoB of Spain, the military attaches of 
the various embaaaiea and legations, deputa- 
tions from tho Gorman and Russian regi- 
ments, most of the Austrian generals and a 
long lino of officcra of lessor grade.

A BY-LAW 

Authorizing tlio Corporation of the City 
of Victoria to Borrow the Sum of 
$120,000 in Anticipation of the Re- 
ceipt of its Revenue for the Year 
1895. 

WiiEKEAB by virtue of the Municipal Act, 
1892, and Amending Acta, every municipality 
may under tho conditiona contained therein, 
borrow from any person such sum of money 
not cxccodirg, however, an amount equal to 
sevonty-flvo per cent, of the amount of taxes 
colloctod during tho previous year (1891) ot the 
sum that was levied that year by a general 
rate upon land, improvements or real prop< 
erty in the mnnlolpailty, and bearing snob rate 
of Interest as may be requisite, to meet the 
current legal ozpondltoro of tho Corporation, 
which becomes payable out ot tho annual 
revenue before the revenue for the year be-^ 
comes payable by tho tax payers ; 

Anu whereas sovonty-flve per cent, ot the 
amount of taxes upon land, improvements or 
real property, collected dnrtttg the year ISM. of 
the sum that was levied that year by a general 
rite upon land, improvements or real property, 
waa ?121,330.13 ; 

And -wnKRKAS to moot tho current legal ex- 
pondlturo cf tho Corporation ot the City of 
Victoria for the year 1895, payable out of the 
annual rovonue, before saoh revenue for such 
year bocomes payable by the tax payers, it ia 
requisite for the saia Corporation to borrow 
tho sum of S120,000 ; 

TilEREKOitE tho Municipal Council of the 
Corporation uf the City ot Victoria enacts aa 
follows: 

Seo. 1. It shall be lawful for the Corporation 
of the City of Victoria, by tho Mayor and tho 
Finance Committee thereof, to borrow upon 
tho credit ot tho said Corporation from any 
porson or persona, firm or flrms, corporation or 
corporations who may bo willing to advance 
the same, the sum of $120,t00. In such omounta 
and at such times as subject as horoinatter pro- 
vided tho same may In tho opinion of tho 
Mayor and the Finance Committee ot tho 
Council be required, bearing interest at a 
rate not exceeding five per centum per annum, 

Soc. 2. Tho money so borrowed shall bo ex- 
poBdod in defraying the current legal expenses 
of tho said Corporation far the year 1895, and 
shall, together with tho interest thereon, bo 
ro-payablo and repaid to the lender or lenders 
thereof, on or before the Slat day of December, 
1895, outot the mtmlolpal revenue for the said 
year. 

Sec, 3, Tho amount so borrowed and intoreat 
thereon shall bo a liability of tho said Corpora- 
tion payable out of the municipal revenue for 
current year 1895, and tho form ot obligation to 
bo given as ackncwledgmonb of such liability 
shall bo a promiasory note or notes to tho said 
lender or lenders as tho sums may bo required, 
signed by tho Mayor and cho FlnancoCommltteo 
and the Clerk ot the said Corporation, and 
boaring the seal ot tho said Corporation, all ot 
which notes shall bo made payable on or be- 
fore the 31st December, 1895. and shall contain 
a olauae tlHtt the liability ot the saU Corpora- 
tion incurred by said promissory note or notes 
shall ho a liability payable out of tho municipal 
revenue for tho current year 18!)j. 

Sec, 4. In tho construction of this By law tho 
expressions "Land" and "ImproTomonts," 
and •' Real Property," shall have roapootivoly 
tho meaning given to thorn in tho Municipal 
Act, 1892, and amendments thereto. 

Soc. 5. This Bylaw may bo cited as the "An- 
nual Loan By-law, 1895,"

The Ciianglnir and Dangeroas Tactics 
of tlie Liberal Party 
Bxposed. 

At ft recent thoroughly representative 
meeting of tlio Liboral-CoDBervativo 
electors of North and South Went- 
worth, held at Dundaa the event of 
the oooaaion waa the atirring apeecb 
made by Hod. J. G. Patteraon, minfater of 
militia, in which he defined the polloy of 
the government and exposed the fillaoles 
and inconBistoncles of the opposition pro- 
feBBiona. The subjoinod report ia taken 
from the Toronto Mail and Empire: 

Hon. J. C. Patteraoo, miniater of militia, 
th )□ addressed the l(atheriDg and waa re- 
ceived moBti enthuaiastically. Ho eaid : 
" Mr. chairman and gentlomon. — It givoa 
mu a great deal of picaeure to meet) the 
membera of the Liberal ConaerVAtivo Aaao 
oiation of Wentworth in the gooii old hia- 
torio town of Dundas. I am glad to know 
that you hiVB oumploiod your organiz itlon, 
and that a eplrit sf harmony and good will 
obtain among you.. The enthusiasm that 
you have diaplayed augura well for the com- 
ing victory, be the elootlone early or be they 
late. Aa you are aware, under our conati 
tntional aystem, wo must have a gouoral 
election within tlio courae of 12 monlha. It. 
must come within abouc that time, and it 
may conio earlier, but it its always well to 
be prepared; and I am glad to aoe that you 
are Caking time by the forelock, and ihat 
you, the yeomanry of VVentworth, arc d - 
tormined, whoever may be your cindi- 
date, to carry him to victory. (CheorB ) 
The oonteat in which we are about to onfja^u 
ia one of the moat important aa regards thu 
future hietory of Canada and of the British 
Knipire, in wbiob the electorate of this 
country have ever taken a part. You are 
called upon by oar opponenta to ohauge the 
policy ander which yon have prospered for 
ao many yeara, although they have nothing 
taogible to anbatitute In ita place. The 
leader of the oppoaicion hM recently ad 
dreaaed three great meetiofja, in the Vic 
toria half, Montreal ; in Maiaey ball, Toron. 
to I and iSohtner park, Montreal, and he 
aohiaved the bioat wonderful feat, >whioh 
haa nerer bees rivalled by aoy man in public 
life in Canada before, of addreaaing large 
andienoea on eaoh occaalon for about an 
hour and a ha'f, and, while charming hia 
hearera with hia eloquent ntterances, not 
committing himaelf to anything that a public 
man conld place hia finger upon and eay 
•' that ia Mr. Laurler's policy." (Cheera 
and langhtor.) There was one thing upon 
which ho miglil have apoken, bnt in regard 
to which he refused to enlighten his hearera. 
He migho have dealt with this subjeob, 
and brought a feeling of good will and 
harmony and poaco to the breaata of 
the Canadian people in every provioco of 
this Dominion, but that he refused to do. 
He preferred that the people ahould remain 
in uncertainty, which helps to breed strife 
of race and oreed, rathor than declare bis 
position, hab there was one thing in regard 
to which — although he has received ne man- 
date to apeak upon it, and the people have 
declared again and again that they have no 
confidence in him — he presumed to give you 
advice, and to tender to you what bo dared 
to call hia policy. He told you that he 
would never rest until every vestige of pro- 
tection was swept from this country, and ho 
h*d replaced it by what he chooses to style 
the British 8yB^em of taxntion. Now, what 
is that aystem ' To put it briefly, that sye- 
tern consists in the imposition of customs 
dudes on a few articles which I might 
briefly enumerate on the fingers of one band. 
They are : tea, ooiTee, spirits, sugar, cortaio 
aplcea and tobacco. These are the actidea 
upon whioh Eogland raiaea a revenue of 
$100,000,000 every year. 

FREE liKEAKFAST TABLE. 

I aak the yeomanry of Wontworth do 
they want a tax placed upon their tea, their 
coiTee, and tlieir augar ? What heoomea of 
the free breakfaati table our Liberal friends 
talk of giving you 2 In addition, there ia 
in Great Britain a ayatem of international 
taxation. The farmer is taxed if ho drives 
a ooe-horee or two-horso carriage, and for 
these be has to take out a license, which 
baa to be paid for in advance eaoh year. 
The Briciih farmer ia rf quired to take out a 
lioenae for hia dog, and it he owns a gun he 
haa also to pay a tax upon that. We have 
a nmnioipaf tax upon dogs, but, in addition 
to that, if we adopted the liritiah syatem 
here, we would have to pay a tax levied at 
Ottawa. Not to proceed further in this 
memorable list of articlea, I might aay that 
almost everything ia taxed in Great Britain. 
A man c:tn ecaroeiy follow any occupation, 
such ua conveyancing, oommisaion busincas, 
or auotionooriog, but he must hove a gov- 
ernment liconae, and that ia a direct tax up- 
on the individual. Why, air, it reiiiiuda 
me of the story told tA Ludy Cartonit, 
wife of the Lord-Lieutonant of Ireland. She 
waa talking one day to Uoan Swift, and 
made uae of the observation : " Mr. Doan, 
I find tho climate of Ireland very salubri- 
ous." Immodlatoly tho dean wont down on 
hie knees before thu lady and Sdiid : " For 
(iod'a Bnko, madam, don't toll thorn that in 
England, or they will tax it. (Liughlor.) 
That; is tho syatem Mr. Liurior wlaheB to 
introduce into Canada. We object to that 
Bystom ; wo prefer indirect taxation. I 
maintain that it tho farmers of Canada 
choose to buy their articlus in thia country 
they can live almoat without any taxatiou. 
You got your tou, coU'eo aud sugar for your 
breakfaat table free. You can got your 
tweeda and your cottons manufactured in 
Canada as cheaply as In any country in the 
world ; for, aa we foretold when this policy 
was being argued out, competition has 
brought down tho price, (cheers.) Mr 
Laurier would wipe away every vestige of 
protection, md leave you naked to your 
enemiea — to an huaiile country, aa Sir Oliver 
Mowat atyled the people of the United 
Statea. Mr. Lanrler did nob talk in 
that Style in paali years. Let me 
road to yon what the leader of the 
opposition aald upon the trade question 
when be waa a member of the local legisla- 
ture in Quebec. Theae are hia words : "It 
is humiliating to have to admit that after 
the exiateuce of three hundred yeare this 
country is not able to supply ita own wants. 
Although nature haa been marvellously pro- 
digious in hor gifts, and has done so much to 
make this a manufacturing country, we are 
yet dependent on foreign countries. It is 
our duty to foeter our national industries." 
Five years aftorwarda, wlicii a member of 
tho SInokoD/.lo govornmoDl, he said { "It 
liaaaerted by many, and aaaumed by others, 
that froo trado ia a Liberal prinoipio, and 
protoolion a Conservative policy. If 1 wore 
la Great Britain I would bo a froo trader, 
but I am a Canadian-born and a resident 
hero, and I think that we require protoo- 
tion. Wo have within ourselves tho ability 
to create an Industry. If it bo shown that 
we cannot maintain it unloas by legialation. 



either in the way of premium, or prohibi- 
tory tariff, then I should be ready to take 
that) into oonatdeiration." This ia a very dif- 
ferent story from what Mr. Laurier teila to- 
day. (Cheers ) 

U.SKESTKICTKD KEClrROClTV. 

He desired acme few years ago— and some 
of hia followers in recent meetioga in West- 
ern Ontario have held out tho hope that it 
will yet bo obtained — reciprocity with the 
United States. Ho tells you that he ia in 
favor of doing away with every veatlge of 
protection ; that he ia in favor of having the 
Engllab system of taxation, and at tho same 
time that ho ia in favor of reciprocity with 
tho United Statea. Hat how he ia going to 
adopt the Kngliah system of taxation, which 
I have partially deacribed to yon, and at 
^he same time have reoiprooity with the 
United Statea, is something I would like 
Mr. Laurier or some of his followers to ex 
plain at the next meeting when they have 
leisure, and an andienoe ia aaaemhiod 
hear them. (Cheera.) They have got to 
march up every year and make an affidavit 
ui to their income and pay a percentage tax 
on that inoome. Would you like the in 
oome tax adapted In Canada t You have 
had it applied in your ' oitiea and towns to 
profeaaional men and merohants. Have you 
had a satlsfaotory return I Do these men 
give yon the exaat figures at which yon think 
their inoomes should be fixed! We have 
heard of very discreditable ooonrrenoea in 
the United Statea after the war in thia re- 
epect ; some of their leading men being pro- 
seouted in tho courts for making false re- 
turns. Human nature is human nature 
everywhere. How are you going to arrive 
at the income of tho millionairoa and the 
moneyed men of the country ? Their money 
ia not invoBtod in landa, except it may bo 
partially. It ia invested in bank atocka and 
railway and loan companies' aharea. A man 
Oin have in an envelope not larger than that 
indicating an ordinary-aiz id envelope) a 
nundrcd thouaaDd dollara' worth of securi- 
ties uB good ue the Bank of Kogland, and 
Che tax collector would not bo ablo to get at 
it for the income tax How would it uffeoi 
the farmers and the artisan V A farmer can- 
not hide hia farm in a stove-pipe or in a 
mattrass. It is conspicuously to be seen. 
There is no evading the tax for him. The 
artisan who has his little all invested in a 
cottage in the town in which he is employed 
cannot take in bis little cottago or garden 
home and hide them in his hat, but the rich 
man can evade the tax, and by so doing 
makes it the heavier on the farmer and the 
artisan. 

MB. LAURIER's OENERALITI8S. 

And this is tho aystem which Mr. Laurier 
thinks wo should adopt in C*nada, and 
whioh he urgea in glittering generalities 
about free trado and the British aystem of 
taxation. Aa I told you, in Great ]5ritain 
they collect a hundred million dollars a 
year on articlea that come into thia country 
absolutely free. (Hear, hoar.) When our 
opponents were in power they taxed those 
articles. They had a tax on sugar, and tea, 
and rice, and coffee, which we have free to- 
day. If we had a tax on these articles to- 
day wo would have a surplus of §7, 000,01" I 
in our treasury. But we have wiped ou 
that tax and the people have tho money in- 
itead, (Hear, hear ) To return to the 

iuestion of Mr. Laurier and free trodo. Mr. 
aurier has not abandoned tho roaiproolty 
ory, and some of tho gentlemen who havo 
been addreaaing meetings in Weatern On- 
tario in his behalf declare that if they get 
into power they will have a reoiprooity treaty 
that would humiliate ua at the feet of the 
American people. Let us deal with the 
subject of reciprocity, and acme of yon may 
have seen my former remarks on this sub- 
ject quoted recently in the newspapers. 
The United States, in a fit of pique at th* 
Canadian people after the war, and without 
any justifiable oauie, abrogated a treaty 
which they had entered into some ten or 
twelve years before. The then govornmeut 
of Canada, a coalition government, did all 
they could to prevent its abrogation, and In 
that event to restore It. That coalition 
government, of which George Brown and 
John A. Macdonald were prominent msm- 
beri, sent delegations to Washington to 
remonstrate, and George Brown took the 
stand then that the United Statea were not 
justified in abrogating the treaty, and that 
tf they wanted a treaty they should oome to 
us and not us go to them. He left the gov- 
ernment and endangered thai adheme of Con- 
federation rather than remain in a govern- 
ment that sought to bring about reoiprooity 
with the United States. 

Mil liROWN FAILED. 

Ten years later Mr. Mackenzie's govern- 
ment was in power, and sent George Brown 
as ambassador to Washington, and he, after 
holding out innumerable inducements, and 
offering to build canals and to give up our 
claims in the treaty of Washinefon, from 
whioh we afterwards got $5,000,000 in gold, 
he, too, failed. Mr. Blaine, in the aeoate, 
made a epoech in which he credited the 
various procediog governments, whether 
coalition or Conaervative, with having done 
everything in their power to bring about 
reciprocity. They would not even discuss 
it in the senate, and the dust was allowed 
to accumulate on the records. For three 
years after that Mr. Maokeozie and the Be- 
form party were ia power, and all they did 
in relation to tho reoiprooity medanre may 
bo Bummod up in one or two words. Mr. 
Maclteniiio was asked by a supporter in the 
houno what ho waa going to do about a 
treaty, and ho replied that ho waa going to 
do nothing more, and that If tho American 
people wanted to revive tho queatlon they 
would have to oomo to him. Kigbtoon lines 
in the Hansard oontaina all that tho Reform

LIBERAL LOaiO. 

Canadian Liberals are, we believe, the 
only politioiauB in the world who take a 
delight in rannlng down their own ooantry. 
When any faot comes to the knowledge of a 
Liberal politician that oan be coneldered 
dlaoreditablo to his country be, after putting 
on It the worst potsible oonstruotion, bastens 
to pnblleh it to all the world. The leading 
article In Monday evening's Times is a case 
in point. 

Oar Liberal ooatemporary has heard that 
a soup kitchen has been opened in Montreal. 
It} knows that in these hard times tliere are 
soup kitobona and kindred institutions in 
every oity of both tho old and the 
new world. Bat a knowledge of this 
does not prevent its gleefolly annoanoing 
the faot til the most oonaptonoai place, and 
what it evidently consldera the amarteat 
way. It says : " There is another infant 
industry in full blast in the Eaatorn oitiea 
that the boodle presa carefully abstain from 
mentioning. The Mayor of Montreal has 
been reqaeited to aid the N. P. In placing 
thia indnstry npon a aonnd basis." 

Thia is a kind of amart-aleoiam that bord- 
Brs olotely npon the idlotio, whilo it has 
a very strong flavor of hoartleasneaa. There 
is not a country in tho v?orld, i( 
isolated facta are taken in thia way, 
that cannot be shown to be in a moat miaer- 
able condition, and there is not a policy 
that cannot be ohargad with having pro- 
dnced the most lamentable efTdota. Tho ob- 
jeotof tho Timoa ia to create tha iniproaaion 
that tho soup kitchona are tho result, of tho 
National Policy. Indeed, it aaya thia in so 
many worda, for tho concluding words of 
the atupid paragraph are, " Truly, the N.P. 
is getting in its work." 

Well, if the Canadian National Policy is 
to bo made anewerable for tho temporary 
diatresa that oiista in some Canadian citiea, 
tho pormanont miaory that ia to 
be found in hundreda ol places in Great 
Britain and Ireland must bo fairly at- 
tributed to the £ngliah free trade policy 
which the Times and iba party are so eager 
to persuade Canadiana to adopt. What 
woald be thought in Groat 13ritain of tho 
nawapapor writer who would lay to tho ac- 
count of the free trade policy tho enforced 
idlonoaa, the poverty, tho equalor and all the 
miseries of the British poor 2 Many would 
look npon him aa a downright fool, while 
others would denounce him as an unprin- 
cipled scribbler. Yet It cannot bo denied that 
after nearly half a century of free trade 
there arc millions in Groat Britain eteeped 
to tho lipa in povorty. Hero ia what an 
Englishman says of the great Britain of our 
own day t 

lb ia eatimatod that in thia country with 
lla population of thirty-six millionu there 
are generally about eovon hundred thousand 
mon out of work. There are about oi(;ht 
hundred thouBund paupora. Of ovory thouB- 
nand who die in .Mcrrio Knglaud nioro than 
nine hundred die without loavini; any pro- 
perty at all. Abuut eight milUona of people 
exist aUvaya on tlio borders of doatitution. 
About twenty niilliona are poor. Tho 
avoramo income per hood of tho work- 
ing olasBos is about £17 a year, 
or loas than ono ohilling a day. There aro 
millioDB of our people working under condi- 
tions and living in liouaoa that are simply 
disgraceful. Tho uum of orlmo, vico, druiik- 
ennees, gambling, prostitution, idlonesa, 
ignorance, want, diaeaao and death ia appal- 
ling. Those aro facts, 

The writer does not end this melancholy 



recital with tho jaer, " Truly Britlah frea 
trade la getting in its work. " Bub accord- 
tog to tha logic of the Liberol organ of thia 
city British free trade Is to be held account- 
able for all theae evils and for the whole of 
the misery they produce. But the truth ia 
that notwfahatandinB all these lamentable 
fiOta Great Britain ia a rich, a powerful, 
and, on tho whole, a proapcroua nation. It 
ia devoutly to ba hopod that the wise, tha 
good and the truly patriotic men ib oontaino 
will find a way, or many ways, to amelio- 
rate tho condition of tho euflering olaaaea. 
The attention of etatosmon and philanthro- 
piata ia evory year more and moro directed 
to tho aocompiiabment of this beneiicont ob- 
jsot. There are, we are proud to say, very 
few, indeed. In Great Britain who are ao 
hoartloss and ao unsympathetic aa to make 
the condition of the poor and the eufTerings 
of the unemployed the subject of senaeless 
jokca or tho thooio of jeering partiz»n news- 
paper artlclea. 

THB TWO OOaSSSS. 

The attitude of Mr, Lanrier and his col- 
leagues on the Manitoba school question Is 
nob by any means reasonable or conslatont. 
They are very oarefnl not to express a de- 
cided opinion on the matter when thoy are 
perfeotly froo to do so. There ia nothing to 
hinder Mr. Laurier from aaying publicly 
how in his opinion the question ought to be 
deoided. But he commences all that he 
saya about it with a aomowhab eenaoleas "if." 
" If^" he says, " the Manitoba achoola 
are Protestant sohoola," etc. He has 
had time enough to get rid of 
that " if " over and ovor again. Tho 
Manitoba sohools have been open to the in- 
spection of him and his friends for a long 
time, and they can read the Manitoba school 
law. If they wanted to find out tho charac- 
ter of those achoola from a religious point of 
view there waa nothing in tho world to 
hinder their making all neoosaury Inquiriea. 
But it is evident that they did not want in- 
formation. They would rather be in a posi- 
tion to retain tho indefinite and decep- 
tive " if " 

Ib has been diflarent with the Government. 
There were canstltntional questions to be 
considered before a single step could be 
taken in the matter. Xhey did what they 
could to aid in having those questions oon> 
aldorod by the proper anthorltlea. Now 
that decialons have been ii;Iven an appeal is 
to be made to the Dominion Government. 
It ia tho duty of that Government to hear 
what the parties have to aay in favor of the 
stand they have severally taken in order 
that a jnat and reasonable decision may be 
arrived at in the prcmiaea. The Opposition 
would have the Government decide firat and 
bear what the partiea have to aay after- 
warda. Thia Ib, we submib, not the usual 
way in which disputes between partiea are 
anthoritabively settled. 



It was in the power 
of the President, thongh at a loss 
to the taxpayers of the country, 
to lepleniah the exhauated exchequer, and 

as eoon as ha waa satiaQcd that nothing waa 
to bo expected from Congress ho took mea- 
auroa to get the gold that waa so badly need- 
ed Tho New Vork Times thus describes the 
Prosidcnt's uolion and its consfijuencea : 

Did tho Pitaidenb drive a Rood bargain 
in an ordinary biieini'i-B truuijuutlon '! That 
quoation ia i f tho aligtiteai; poasiblo impor- 
tanoe. What the PrL-aideiit really did was 
with great couragn unrl f u^juclty, mid with a 
broad, uiiselliah ptitriotimi that ia uo rare 
that a grrat many pooplo do not aoom to 
know it when tiiey aeo it, to save tho coun- 
try frniii a grout diBJBter utid a atill farcater 
die(;rai:o. He did not savo any one clusa or 
any ono lutorcat ; ha d'd not aavo 
tho finauoier of New York or of 
othor oittoB, or tho banka, or the apeoulators 
in stookD or produce ; bo saved the people of 
the United States from tho stronge^at capital- 
ist to the poorest wago-oaraor from con- 
sequences that if they had boon porniltied 
to oome upon ua would have entailed losaos 
by the millioiiB, and disturbancea and dia- 
tceas and hardehip that would have weighed 
heaviest, as auoh burdens muab do, upon 
those who are loweat. 

The London Ximea appreoiatca the im- 
portance of the notion of Proaldant Cleve- 
land. In its iisne of February I. lb aaya : 

Proaldent Cleveland has brought about a 
decided ohango in the attitud i of all who 
aro Interested In American finance, sim- 
ply by the courage and tenacity with 
which be perseveres in his efforba for the 
improvement of the situation. It would 
have excited very little aurpriae had he re- 
tired in disguab from a thankless Struggle, 
leaving foolish poople to the natural pun- 
iahtnonb of their folly. Tho mere fact that 
ho haa taken tho opposite courae throwa a 
ray of hope ovor a gluomy altuation, noti- 
withstaadicg tho practical certainty that 
there can bo no immediate amelioration of a 
practioal kind. 

It will be seen one day, and that nob far 
In tho future, that Prealdenb Cleveland haa 
done the people of the United States a 
Borvlce of incalculable value, and no matter 
how contemporary politicians of both parties 
may traduce aud vilify him, tho world will 
recognize In him a bravo man and a true 
patriot.

UNPATRIOTIO POLITIOIANS. 

The course lately taken by Congreaa on the 
money question haa not raised the United 
States politicians in the estimation of the

They appear ready 
to sacrifice everything to party and personal 
interests, Congreaa tha other day saw the 
country in a moat critical condition on the 
v-ory edge of a dreadful disaster, which 
could be easily averted by a little timely 
action on tho part of its members. All 
that they had to do waa to link 
party intoreata — or what appeared to be 
party Intoreata— for a time, aud to act to- 
gether for the good of their country ; but 
they were deaf to all entreaties, Bemon' 
atraccs and exhortation wore loat upon them, 
They were willing In order to accomplish 
their own ends to hasten the crlala rather 
than to avert Ib. The GoTarnmenb'i reserve 
of gold was diminishing every day ; Con- 
gress was asked to oome to the relief of the 
Troasnry, and it refused. Harper's Weekly 
commenting on the attitude of Congress, 
a&ya : 

Theao Coogreasmen have obatlnatoly de- 
feated every effort to reform tho currency, 
to retire the greonbioka and Treaaury notoa 
or to enable tho Secretary of tho Treaaury 
to borrow money on reasonable terma. Their 
iittiludo on this wholo Bubject has created a 
fear in tho minda of capltalista that eventn 
ally tho Oovernmenb will bo on a silver 
basis and will pay ita coin obligations in 
silver. The attempt to allay thia fear haa 
been uaoIcsB. 

The whole buainoaa community aa it con 
tomplated the inaction of Congreaa and aaw 
ita tendency towarda wrong and ruinous 
action, became exceedingly nervous. Tho 
atate of mind of intolligenb bualneaa mon ia 
bruthfully and vigorously deacribod by tho 
New York TImea in a singularly able article : 

They knew, aaya that paper, that if tho 
vast mass of currency distributed In tho 
dally trade of aovonty millions of poople 
and depending for ita steady value 
upon tho gold iu tho Treasury, were once 
discredited the imagination would bo un- 
able to picture tho possible evils that would 
befall ua. And thoy know that tho moment 
a single application ati tho Treasury for 
gold In oiohango fur legal tender notes waa 
refused $800,000,000 of currency would bo- 
conio nf uncertain value, and no man who 
hold this ciirrenoy, no man who had bonds 
or notoB or book accounts pnyable in thia 
currency, would know or oould know what 
hlu property would bo worth. They under- 
stood that whon tho mInda of a great trad- 
lug people were suddenly aasailod by doubt 
aud fear involvinc; tho poBsibility of im- 
modiato einbarrassmor t and future ruin, 
panic would ensue, and what panic may 
bring no human forealghb can dotecb. 
With thia knowledge they saw gold drained 
from tho Treasury at a rato that would 
empty It In thirty days. Thoy aaw Congreaa 
with the blindneaa and obstinacy of orazy 
mon refusing to give the Xreasory the 
allghteataidand a powerful minority eagerly 
wishing for the crash. Xhat was the situa- 
tion two or three weeks ago. 

If Congreaa were all that the people of 
tho United States had to depood upon tho 
"orash" would certainly come, lb would have 
beon upon thom by thia time, bub providen- 
tially there was a man in tho United States 
who had tho power to help thom, and who, 
thoy know, would help them Independently

A CyclInG: Circuit' Stfg^gtsatetr-Reoreanlzatlon 
the Order of the Day. 

At a representative mooting of 'cyclists 
last evening Muaars. Q H. Gibb-ma, H. 
Willo, F. E. Alley, E. W. Bradley and W. 
A. Carter were appointed a committee to 
wait upon tlie directors of tbo tramway 
company to-day in oonneotion with tho new 
track, During the evening the following 
communioatiou waa considered from the 
Chief Conaul of the L. A. W. for Oregon 
and Waahingtou : 

Si'OKANK, February 23, 1895. 
Dear Bin : -I want 10 hnvo a little chat with 
you concornlnK tliin Hoaaon'a racing. It haa 
boon Butccroated, und wo consider thoauKROs- 
tion a good one, that a circuit bo formed inolud 
Init Portland, Soattlo, Tacoma, VVeatrainator, 
Victoria, Vancouver, Olympia, Spokane, Walla 
Walla, Colfax and auch other larger towns of 
this section as may deem it wlaa to enter tho 
circuit. Thia should certainly be arranged, ua 
no racing man can make those different towna 
atlriogular datea, altuated aa they uro at eo 

f;reat a diatanco from each othor. and good rao- 
ng cannot bo had in any of tho towns with 
purely local talent. One scheme ia auBgeated 
aafollowa: That during tho month of July or 
Auguat, starting tho circuit at a point of tho 
circle and ao make around to tiio diilerent 
places In rotation according 1 location, a party 
of men could cover theao towna at a moderate 
oxpenao-tho oipense of say not moro ihon 
throe or less than rno ridor from each town 
being borne by tho towna in tho circuit, pro rata. 
This would enable each town to ndvortlao and 
gave race moots In which would compete the 
best men from ten to twenty other good towna, 
thus making a dasa of aport which would be 
Inoomparkble, and which would undoubtedly 
draw enough bi pay for the additional exper.ae, 
Thia expense being low on account of tho fact 
that a apcclal car could bo taken, and »peclal 
rates obtained from nil hotels ks well m rail- 
roads, say not to exceed ?400 per town— the 
rao<i8 on tho circuit to bo mostly "B" elnsu, 
but oiioufih of "A" clasa for local ridor«. 
The prir.09 should bo of considerable value that 
tho men might bo induced to nutlio ihla trip, 
which would probably conauma at leaat thirty 
days' time.

Ynu will doub'le.sa agree 
tlMt an arrangement of dates for ihla circuit 
for these and other towna ia necetjaiiry, and. In 
fact, la an absolute necessity if we d^'aire to 
have good racing. 

Kindly let mo hoar from you in regard to 
thia matter at once, as stops should betaken 
Immoiiately to aacortaln lust what towns 
wiah to enter such an arrangement, and what 
dato.4 shall bo given them.

A By-law Win Be Prepared to Give 
the City Greater Fire Pro- 
tectlou. 

One of the firab things to coma up at the 
city ooundl meeting laat night was the re- 
port of the Sanitary Inspector upon tho 
Johnson street ravine, It showed that the 
ravine, owing to drains emptying into it and 
people using it for a dumping ground, was a 
constant menace to tho public health. The 
municipal act gave power to the city to de 
cluro by reaolnbion or by-law any drain, 
ditch or water oonrse upon any private land 
a nuiaanoe and dangerous to the public 
health, and to order the same to ba tilled up 
or otherwise dealt with and cbargod against 
the proparty. 

Aid. Macmillan concurred with tho ro- 
poi'b. The council should deal with the 
matter with a firm hand. He moved that 
tbo report bo forwarded to the oity barria 
ten for their opinion. 

G Jeeves and others asked that tbo olec 
trie light at the corner of Second street and 
King's road be nob removed, as was propos- 
ed ander the new arrangement of the lights. 

Ald Williams wanted the public to 
understand that the arrangement of lights 
had been fixed by the old counoil. There 
waa no donbt th&t a number of ohangee wero 
needed. Referred to light ocmmitteo to deal 
with. 

The Sanitary Inspector reported on cer- 
tain drains in the James Bay diatriot. The 
nuiaanoe complained of waa caused by old, 
defective box drains. He advised the oity 
to provide a heavy penalty for connecting a 
olosot with a box drain. Box drains in 
other parts of the city needing repair wero 
also pointed out. Referred to sewerage 
committee.

W. Boss on the Extent and 
BeBonrces of the 
Dominion. 

An Eloquent and Glowing Description 
of the Confederation and 
Its People. 



Hon. G. W. Rosa, minister of education 
for Ontario, speaking to the toast of CAoada, 
ab tibe reoenb Press dinner at Toronto, eald : 

Territorialiy, Canada is nearly equal In 
extent to the continent of Enrope, and con 
tains over one-third of the area of tho 
Britiah Empire, or 430,783 square miles 
mora than tho urea of ihe United States 
leaving out Alaska. We oould find room 
within ita bordora for England, Ireland ond 
{and uaually it ia adviaublo to give Iriamen 
and ScDtohineii pli uiy of room), France and 
Gormany, I'orluHal uud Spain, .Soandinavia 
and Donniark, IJolgiuin, Holland, Italy and 
Turkey, and aliU leavo many thousand 
acres to firin out to CV.ir Nicholas 
III and hiB Siberian exilcu. Wore ita 
landa divided per uiipita unions 'ta in- 
habitunta i;vory man, woman and child 
would 1)3 tbo proud poaaeaaor in feu aiihj.U 
of about 40U acres of real efUa'.o. Ontario 
alono is almost tqual to Franco or Germany 
in geodraphical extent, and about one ami 
a half times as laryo as (ireat I'.ritaiu and 
Ireland.

Wo have foreata which the avari- 
cious eye of iho lumberman l.uh not yoi 
seen, and which no reporter haa yet de- 
scribed ; and wc have mineral rouourcee 
tho value of which nn uEsayiat has yet been 
able to dolormluo. Our agricultural wealth 
is only limited by tho domanda of humanity 
for the staEf of life, and our "linrvosta of 
the deep," as McGeo culled them, by the 
courage and industry of our liahermon. So 
generous has our k/roat palroneas, Nature, 
been that there is llti/lo or nothing which the 
human hearb ooAld desire that she hi.:: not 
bestowed upon ua. It romaina for ua to show 
that we are worthy of her bounty. 

Bob, ib may be said, although Canada 
possesses half a continent of her own, 
though she has the most ample facilities for 
the transportntlon of her oommeroe by land 



and by water, though she has banking capi- 
tal fully adequate for all business purpoaea, 
though she baa latent tesonroea which the 
neceasities of eentnrles to come are not like- 
ly to exhauat, yeb ber fntnre la a matter of 
the ereatett donbt and nnoertalnty. 
I repudiate this timorona sugges- 
tion. I, for one, have no fear aa 
to the future of Canada, and I shall tell yoa 
why. Canadians represent a generous ad- 
mixture of the most progroaaive and ener- 
getio races on the glohe. lor lustanoe, 
about 30 per cent., or 1,400,00(J of our popu- 
lation, are of French origin, whose frugality, 
industry and morality have been accredited 
by the experience of over three oonturlea ; 
GO percent., or about 2,S(>0,000, are of good 
old Britiah stock, of whom about 1,000,000 
are of Irish descent, 950,0(X) of Englinh do 
scent, 750,000 of Scotch deacont, and 10,000 
Welsh. We have, in addition, .'100,000, or 
about 7 por cent., of a German population. 
Tho remaining 'A por cent., for my argument, 
need not be considered. 

Hut you will any thia variety of race is 
our weakness. If we are to euccoed wc 
must bo homogenooua. I answer not ao di' 
t read in history. Where among all tht 
nations of Europe will you find a groatoi 
variety of racial types than you will find 
in Groat Britain ? — ao great that very fo» 
of us can tell whether the Saxon, the Nor- 
man, tho Danish ur the Celtic atrain pre 
dominates in his own case. And yet whi 
will dare question the virility of the British 
nice or their title to sovereignty of the 
world ? On this oontinenb, too, tbn most 
powerful nation is alio the moat varied 
racially, but in apite of ib all the domioani 
force of the Amorioan Repnblio ii the good 
old British stook, the same stook that foughi 
tho battles of the revolution and laid thi 
foundutiona of the republic a little more 
than a century ago.

GERMAN AGBASIAIfS. 

Neither They Nor the Sliver Uen in Such 
Ilieh Spirits as They Were. 

Berlik, Feb. 25.— The agrarians and 
their friends, the silver men, are not in 
such high spirits as ab the beginning of the 
week. At the mass meeting on Monday 
bboy prophesied freely a new era of high 
tariffs, free silver and grain monopoly, bnt 
the goverument has not taken any stops to 
realize the expectations of the hi-inetalliats 
regarding an international money coufer- 
onco. Dr. von Boettichor'a speech to tho 
general assembly of German chambers of 
commerce yesterday was tho sole olliolal' 
utterance on the aubjeot, and it contained 
nothing satisfactory to tho agrarians except- 
ing the admission that German agriculture 
was depressed. Ho said: "Lot anybody 
who regards the comtnoroiai treaties as a 
fixture think for a moment what would havo 
becomo of our industries without this 
reciprocity policy." This explicit utterance 
IB in such bold contrast to Ccanoellor Prince 
liohenloho's formal declarations and 
Freiherr von Himmersteia Loxten's speech 
that it has given rise to reports of 
diesenalons in the aabineb. The newspapers 
^hloh take their cue from the chancellory 
begin to condemn the fervor of tho Agrarian 
>gitatlcn. In the commlaaion of twenty- 
eight appointed by the Reichstag to oon- 
aider the tobacco tax bill, the Clerioala will 
ha vol ho balance of power in a very important 
vote. Tho Prussian ministry decided in a 
council hild yesterday to lummon the coun- 
cil of state to moot about March 21, under 
tho active prcaidency of tho ICmperor. Tho 
main buiineas will concern tho agricultural 
depression.

They will not tell yoa that for 
12 or 14 years that was a atanding offer In 
the statute hooka of Canada. Neither will 
they tell you that informal negotiations 
were carried on with the WaahlDgton 
;anthoritiea through the Brltlah minister 
there, Sir Julian Pnanoefote. They aUo 
omit to tell yoa that in 1S87, whoa the 
•Bight Hon, Joaeph Chamberlain and Sir 
Charles Inpper were representing Great 
Britain and Canada at Washington in ood- 
'ueotion with the fiaherles dispute, and when 
a treaty was entered Into which Mr. Cleve- 
land at the time admitted waa juat and hon- 
orahle, negotiations were opened by our 
representatives with the United States gov- 
ernment and they were rrjeoted at-every 
point. Then in 1891 the Right Hon. Sir 
John Thompson, whose untimely death I 
am sure you will unite with me in doplor- 
iog, Mr. George E. Foster, our present 
'doanoo minister, and our present worthy 
Premier, Sir Maokenzie Bowell, were aenb as 
ambasaadora from Canada to Waahington to 
effect a treaty, and they apont aomo time 
there endeavoring to negotiate a treaty 
through Mr. Blaine, who waa then Sec- 
retary of State, ttud they failed to auo- 
ceed, becuuse they could not obtain 
auccoea without humiliation to Canada. 

F liEFKRKNTIAL IREATMKKT. 

Among other thinge the Canadian com- 
miseionera enquired if the government of the 
United States would expect to have prtfer- 
entlal treatment extended to manufactured 
goods of ilie Uuited States in ttioir incro- 
duotion into Canada by virtue of a recipro- 
city treaty, or whether it would regard the 
Canadian noveriimont aa at liberty to ex- 
tend the flame favors to the manufactured 
articleB of other oountriea not parties to the 
treaty on their introduction Into Canada. 
The reply given waa that it waa the deeire 
• of the Uuited States to mahe a reciprocity 
treaty which would be exoluaivo in its ap- 
plication to the United Stutea and Canada 
and thai other nountrioa which are noo par- 
tiea to it ahou il not enjoy gratuitously the 
favora which the two neighooring oountriea 
might concede to each oihjr for valuable 
considerationB and at large aacritices. In 
Mr. Blaine's report to President Harrisoa 
he pointed out more accurately the country 
which he hud in his mind when ho spoke of 
not giving them those priviiegea. Ho said : 
" The chief competitor with the United 
Statea for tho trade of Canada is Groat Brit- 
ain. If Great Britain should be permitted 
to enjiy the benefits conferred upon the 
United States by means of a reciprocity 
treaty, Its benefits to the latter would bo in 
a groat measure neutralized." And Presi- 
dent Harrison, in his message to compress, 
made it quite plain that when they demand- 
ed diaoriniination they demanded it againet 
Great Britain. Now, to show you what 
other attiolea Mr. Blaine was particular 
about, apart from the question of diaorimin- 
ation, I may say that be asked what articles 
were inclnded under the heading of our In- 
ternal revenne. In this oonntry oar inter- 
nal revenue consists of duties on apirlta, to- 
bacco and cinal dues. Mr. Blaine was in- 
formed of this, and he replied that these du- 
ties must be equalized between the two 
countries. Now, the excise duty on tobac- 
co and whiskey is very much lower in the 
United States than in Canada. In order to 
meet the requirements of the Uni- 
ted Statea and Canada, in the 
event of the adoption of reciprocity, 
the duty would havo to be taken otf those 
articles and placed on the necessaries of 
life, in order to raise a revenue to carry on 
the aflikirs of the oountry. A question ask- 
ed by our Fnanoe Minister was, how the 
atandard of discrimination waa to bo fixed, 
and what ita degree ; would the Canadian 
tariff have to be raiaed to that of the 
Uoited States, or would the present Can- 
adian tariff be autScient, or woald Cjinada 
be at liberty to fix a rate as and when she 
pleased 7 

CTNJCSr DISCRIMINATION. 

Mr. Blaine replied " that this was a vital 
point. The United States could only bo 
guarded, in hia opinion, by making tho tariff 
uniform for both oountriea, and equalizing 
the Canadian tariff with that of tho United 
States." Vet, in spite of the facta disclos- 
ed by these negotiations, Mr. L'lurler waa 
in favor of a policy of unreatricted reci- 
procity, and although he statea to day ho is 
not in favor of it, Liborala are advocating 
that policy now at their meetings 
in different pirts of the coun- 
try. We were to shut our gates 
against the products of the world by a high 
tariff wall, and we were only to trade with 
the people of the United States. Such a 
treaty would be for a limited number of 
years, and \Thon the time for renewing or 
abrogating it came we would ba at the 
mercy of the Amerioan people, A people of 
five millions would be opposed to a popula- 
tion of aixty millions, or one to twelve. 
Twelve commieaioners would be appointed 
to deal with tho renewal or abrogation of the 
treaty, and they would sit down at a table 
to discuss this matter with one Canadian. 
You can well Imagine what chance Cana- 
diana would have under suoh oircumatanoos. 
.(Cheers ) At the end of tho term, or sup- 
pose that in the treaty — as in all truatioa 
there are such clauiea — notice of one year 
was required, and that the treaty would 
then be abrogated, aa wua douo before, 
and our trade, which had been diverted 
from other countries into that chan- 
nel, waa auddunly unhinged, and wo 
had to Book now channola — suppose 
that our nuighbora to tho suutli took it int;o 
their heuda at any time to abrogalo the 
troaty, wo n-iiuld bo left, on niir bouni enda, 
and our farmers would bo wilhouC a market. 
They would huvo given up their JOuropean 
and Pacific trade, and tho oonrnquunce 
would bo that having dealt for a uumbjr of 
years in a particular channel, their trade 
would be dislocated. They would (iud 
themselves v/ith their produce on their 
hands, not knowing where to find a market 
to dispose of it, or if they sold it to the 
United Status they oonld only do so at a 
great loss. And that la the policy the op- 
position seek to impose on the farmers of 
this oonntry, 

THE LIBERAL CONVENTION, 

They had a convention at Ottawa a year 
and a half ago, and they considered it their 
first duty, if in power, to bring about a ro- 
oiprooity treaty, but that if they could not 
get a fair treaty with tho United States thoy 
would advise the Canadian people to turn 
their attention to something else. (Laugh- 
ter.) We have tried, and cannot got a fair 
troaty unless you are prepared to take that 
which Mr. Blaine offered. Since then tho 
Democrats have got into power, and I 
ask you how much they have held 
out the right band of fellocvahip under the 
Wilson tariff, To show you what the Demo- 
crats think of It all, I will read you what 
thoy said about it liefore they got into 
power. Here Is what they had to say:— 
" We denounce the sham reoiproolty which 
juggles with tho people's deeire for larger 
markets and freer exchanges, and protend- 
ing to get these by ostabliahing closer trado 
.relations with a oountry whoso urticlcs of 
export are almoat wholly agricultural." 
That is the sentiment of the Democratic 
party. That ia what wo might expect frn^i 
them. But there is another difference. We 



have net them to deal with. They have 
been swept ont of existence. They have a 
President there with his cabinet, but he does 
not control the senate or the house of repre- 
sentatives, Mr. John Charlton says he does 
nob think there is a chance of free trade tn 
that country for a quarter of a century. 
(Laughter) Adopting the policy of the 
Liberal party, for once we say that as 
we cannot get free trade we will take 
their advice, and turn our attention to 
something else, or, rather, we will not com 
monoe to turn our attention to something 
else, for we have been^ doing this sinoe Sir 
John A. Maodonald got into power in 1878 
We will show the people of the Uoited 
States, aa Sir'Biohard Cartwright proposed 
in Charlottetbwn to do, that wo can get 
along vrithoab tbem. The same ; gentleman 
and bis friends tell us abont the continent 
to which we belong. ' We may "belong, 
geoKrajphioally, to the continent of Korth 
Amprlca, bub we are not confined to this or 
any continent, bnt belong to an Empire 
whose flag floats over every continent, 
(Applause.) Even If the utterance was 
only aa outburst of Canadian spirit — and I 
wish he would display it more frequently — 
Sir Richard is to be oommended for ib. The 
party does not appreciate him He la the 
ablest man among them, and the most hon- 
est man besidoa, bccanae he baa 
been consistent in power and in 
opposition, and thoy (the Reform 
party) havo varied upon every question, and 
have trimmed their sails to every passing 
breeze. Sir Richard la the only man who 
haa oonaletently advocated free trade in and 
out of power, and to day atands up and 
maintaina hia prlnoiplea. And still they are 
trying to drive him out of their ranks, as bo 
has had to admit hiniuolf in a public speech 
in his conatltuoncy of South Oxford. As I 
said, we antloipated their advice, and in the 
noble effurta of Sir Join Macdonald — the 
grand old chitfcain, whose ioas we will 
deplore aa long aa we live — wo sea tho frui- 
tioo In largo measure. And remember, 
electors of Wentworth, that although we 
have lost three loaders by death since the 
last general election, their Uvea and memor- 
ies remain, and will live to teach the people 
how to serve their oountry. (Hear, hear, 
and applause. ) If the Mackenzio adminis- 
tration waa prepared vigorously to 
develop the industrioa of Canada in 
those days, how much more ia 
tho Conaervative party prepared to 
do BO now, with the great Canadian Pacific 
railway completed, oxcluaively on Canadian 
territory, from ooean to ocean, with lines of 
steamers running on the Atlantic and Pacific, 
and fast lines to China and Japan and many 
European countries. Are we not trying in 
every way to build up an empire, and in 
building up ourselves we baild op that em 
plre, I wish to touch upon some questions 
affecting the farmers' Interests. Our oppon 
ents are ont of power now, and they have 
fallen In with the Canadian farmer, and are 
holiling out Inducementa to him. They are 
Intiigoing with a aooiety which, however 
meritorious it may be In its sphere, should 
he shown up when it throws itself into the 
political arena. If a society having for its 
object the interosta of the farmer intrigues 
with a political party which is known to be 
hostile to the agricultural community, it 
should be exposed, so that tho honest men 
who belong to It may not be deceived by in- 
terested men who are playing their own 
game, and have their own ends to serve, 
farmers' heavy bdrdens. 
When tho Liberals were in power the 
farmers groaned under heavy burdens, 
especially in this part ol the oountry. loan 
well remember how the farmers dwelling in 
the section of oonntry between the Detroit 
and Niagara rivers had to compete, during 
the years of the old reoloroolty treaty, 
which was abrogated In 1866, with the pro- 
ducts of the Amerioan farmers, whose har- 
vest was much earlier than ours, and who 
used to send articles into this oountry un- 
der the treaty, and thus keep down the 
prices of Canadian farm products. They 
continued to do this after the abrogation of 
the treaty wityout paying duty, but your 
products could not enter tho United Statea 
without the payment of duty upon every 
artiole. Under the Reform government the 
Amarlcans could send Into thia country 
their barley, wheat, oata, beans, peas, rye, 
buckwheat, Indian corn, oatmeal, rye U>ur 
and corn meal, free of duty. But 
when tho producta of tho Cana- 
dian farmer came to enter tho Ameri- 
can market they were met with thoao 
duties ; — Barley, 15 cents per bushel ; 
wheat, 10 cents per bushel ; beans, ]!> cents 
per bushel ; oata, peaa and rye, 10 couu per 
bushel ; buckwheat, 10 cents per buahel ; 
Indian corn, 7^ cents per bushel ; oatmeal, 
1 1; cents per pound ; whoat fl )ur, 50 c mta a 
barrel; rye flour, 50 centa a barrel; and corn 
meal, 40 cents a barrel. Theso figures may 
not lound very large, but an average of $15,- 
000.000 were imported from that country, 
and to show you how it figured out, take 
the last year of Reform Government. In 
1878 we sold to the people of the United 
States §12 000,000 worth of agricultural pro- 
ducts and in order to obtain uccoss to their 
markets to effect that aale we were taxed 
S'1,000,000 Thoy sold us during that time 
$15 000.000 of produota and we taxed them 
noihing. (Cheers ) The farmers did not 
like that, and a petition signed by more 
than 100,000, waa hont down to Ottawa pray- 
ing tho Liboral government to grant what 
they uskid for, and that petition set 
forth : " As practical farmers, we nannot 
but view with regret our markets filled with 
American produoe, free of duty, while 
Canadian produce is heavily taxed when 
sent to the United States markets. Your 
potitlonera reepeotfuUy pray for suoh pro 
toction aa will Biicuro the home market for 
tho homn producer ; or that the same rate 
of duty bo levied ou all agrlculiural pro- 
duce coming into the IJoniiuion from for- 
eign countries that ia imposed by aai'l for- 
eign countries upon our product!!." What 
reply did tho mombura of the Liberal gov- 
ernment make to this? Speakint; at l'"ergui, 
in July, 1877, the Finance Miniator, Sir 
Richard Cartwright, pointed out that tho 
proper course for the faj mora would bo 
greater frugality and harder work. (Luugh- 
lor ) What did Mr, Mills have to say ? 
His Htatenient was : — " During tho past 
fnur years wo havo imported from the 
Uuited Staton oareale to the value of S50,. 
000,000, und wo exported there S.'f 1,224, ■ 
020, or we imported into Canada 
§20,822,754 worth more than wo ex- 
oxportod to that country," Now, Mr, Mills 
dici not think the farmers wore damaged by 
that, for, ho said, tho people who did tho 
carrying trade made money out of it- It 
was a great comfort for the farmers of Can- 
ada. ' (Laughter.) Yon could have used 
that oicesa c f $34,000,000 you Imported for 
n homo market, but Mr Milla said, although 
you imported $20,000,000 more than you ox- 
ported, nobody aufferod ; the carrying trade, 
the American railways and the Amerioan 
steamboats, benefited ; and what did it mat- 
ter? (Cheers. ) Now, they were in power, 
their own supijortora poraistontly pointed 
out to them iho courao they should purauo, 
and they poraiatontly rrifueed to follow it ; 
and I maintain, what 1 have said on other 
occasions, that they have been tho poroistent 
nnd determined ouomiea of tho Canadian 
farmera. I um twitted by a Toronto news- 
paper with having made thatatutemont, but 
here again I repeat it. I do nob presumo to 
any that these men havo sinned perversely 
with light and knowledge— (laughter)— but

I do aay if they have not ao acted they have 
eiunod owing to ignoranoe, incompetonce, 
liidifforenoo and incapacity. (Cheers.) On 
tho other hand, we reversed that policy, 
ond we have protootod the Canadian market 
for the Canadian farmer, and we have de- 
veloped the channels of trade with different 
countries, (Cheers.) 

FOREIGN TRADE. 
To illustrate the development in our 
foreign trade you need only take the artiole 
of cheese. It has been said that Sir John 
Macdonald waa not a protectionist, and it 
was only a cry that be raiaed in 1876, 1877 
acd 1878 I do not say that Sir John was 
a protectionist in tho aonae in which the 
term ia used in tho text booka, but he, in 
common with a great number of followora, 
held a theory which waa laid down by Mr. 
John Stuart Mill, who waa one of the great 
apostles of protection : that in a young coun- 
try you havo to adapt yourself to the posi- 
tion in which you find youraelf. Wo had 
to adapt ourselves to the position in which 
wo found oursolvea, and on that line of 
argument Sir John Maodonald waa a pro- 
tectionist, Take the article of cheese. At 
one time I remember when we Imported 
a vary large part of it from the United 
States, and It was a, very poor article. 
(Liughter ) In order to encourage the 
manuficture of it a duty waa im- 
posed, and that industry has prospered 
until it has made the name of Can- 
ada famous in the markets of the 
world. Not only do we now supply our 
own oountry with oheesa quite good enoagh 
for any of us — of course some' of those 
wealthy Reformers may prefer to Import 
Stilton or Cheshire — (laughter) —but we ex- 
ported last year §13,500,000 worth, and that 
meant so much in the pookets of every 
farmer in Canada who supplied milk for the 
article. To Illustrate on almilar linos, I may 
say that In 1889 some of our members at 
Ottawa, among whom I have no doubt was 
my friend, Major Carpenter, waited upon 
the government, and pointed out that an 
enormous quantity of pork waa being 
brought in from the United .States for the 
convenience of the Canadian lunibormon, 
and the government took prompt measures, 
and raised the duty. Tho cousef|Uflnce 
was that at tho time tho request was 
made, tho quantity being imported 
was 27,000,000 pounds of pork. In 
1891 the import had fallen to 14,000,000 
pounds, almost one-half. In 1892 it fell to 
11,000 000 pounds, and in 189,3 it fell to 
4,000,000 pounds. Wo displaced that by 
encouraging our Canadian farmer to go into 
pork raising. Wo gave them the home 
market for 2.'!, 000,000 pounds that had form- 
erly been supplied by the Americana. When 
the lumbermen sent across the lino for their 
pork tho money went to Chicago, and when 
tho pork was oaten neither money nor pork 
was in Canada. (Laughter.) But in addi- 
tion, we havo developed an export trade in 
pork. In 1889 we exported only 4,000,000 
pounds, and after the duty was raised we 
incrouaod tho export to 7,000,000 pounds in 
1891, to 12,000,000 pounds in 1892, and to 
20,000,000 pounds in 189:5 Even if tho 
price is comparatively low it is better a.j, 
and keeps the caoney among our Canadian 
farmers, than send it to Chicago to buy 
moss pork and help tbs farmers 
of Illinois and Iowa. While the 
Tories have the same policy every- 
where, Mr. Lturler has one story In 
Calgary, another In French in Montreal, an- 
other in Toronto, and another somewhere 
else. Ib is a pleasant little song he singa — 
(luujjhter)— but It la always a different song. 
Thin Ib what Mr. Blake said in Toronto la 
IS75 : " Wo should, aa far as wo logiti- 
niati'ly can ( I don't think bo was a power 
iliuL). uibtrlinilo thu taxeo so aa to give a 
bontlio to our home industry. If not obao- 
lutoly easonlial to the groatnoaa of u people, 
variety of induatry ia certainly a groat help 
to ita growth." Mr. John ('Tarlton, whom 
I look upon as one of tho fathers of protec- 
tion, tho one who educated ui all in pro- 
toctioniat views, although now desoribod ae 
John Charltjr, tf Michigan, said in lH7li, 
when his party was in power : " I boliove 
the agricultural intoreata would ba bono- 
fi';ed by protection. I would make u market 
by bringing the manufacturer to the door of 
tho farmer. The home market Is of great- 
est value. 

I.IllKKAl. I'KOTKCTIONIST.S. 

Then, again, Mr. Joly, wlio ia now com- 
ing to Mr. Laurior's aBsiatanco, aaid : "The 
admission of grain freo of duty is against 
the interoats of tho farmers of Canada. I 
am decidedly in favor of protection of the 
homo markets of thia oountry." Mr. Blain, 
who in 1875 waa a iiiombor for West York 
and a supporter of Mr. MackoDzlo, aaid : 
" I fool that I ahould like tho Finance Min- 
ister (Sir Richard Cartwright ) to come down 
with a tariff policy that would enable ub to 
protcob our home induatrica, und that would 
enable us to bring our producers and con- 
sumora together." Then, again, another 
supporter of the Liboral government In that 
parliament, Mr, Workman, before this was 
made an absolute party question, said : 
"We feel the uojustness of admitting pro- 
visions Into oar ooanti^ from tho United 
States free while a dnty of 20 |por cent, ia 
placed on flour and grain sent to tho 
Uoited States, I am sure that the 
government of the day will not ignore, and 
I do not think they can ignore, the cry for 
protection that haa gone forth throughout 
this country, commencing at Quoheo, and 
coming to Montreal, Toronto, London, 
Hamilton and all through Canada, Every 
candidate who will dure to announos him- 
self aa opposed to protection will be elected 
to stay o6 homo." And a great many were 
olootod to stay at home, (fjuaghtor. ) Mr. 
Paterson, of Branb, ia a blacuib manufacturer 
who has flourished under our policy, and he 
finds ita very diflioult to answer hia former 
utteranoca. Listen to the views ho enun- 



ciated In 1876 : " He held that tho adminia 
tratlon should protect our agricultural in 
to. oats. Such a duty would not boar in a'ny 
way upon the consumers, and would be of 
great advantage to the Interests concerned. 
L'he small duty upon grain would benefit the 
farmers of this oountry. It ia well 
known that wo pay a booua to the in- 
habitants of other countries to come 
into Canada and settle in our midst. I 
believe by a defensive tariff that yuo 
would not have to pay to bring those men 
here. Adopt it, and you will find that tho 
steam whistles of our factories will be the 
call for them to come. Tho other year the 
Finance Minister, in reviling our|tariff, gave 
some encouragment to one industry which It 
never had before. The result was that one 
thousand men who were engaged In that in- 
dustry In Germany were literally transpor- 
ted by the change in the tariff to Canada, 
and set to work hero. The oosb of i arti- 
cle was not Increased one iota, and Canada 
got all the benefit." Here is the testimony 
of Mr. Jones, familiarly known as " haul- 
down-the flag-d'ones,": " There must he a 
roadjuatment of the duties on sugar so as to 
encourage onr refineries. At present they 
are closed, and some thousands of people are 
out of employment, Tho duties in raw 
material are too high, and on the refined ar- 
ticle too low," Mr, Devlin, whojrepresent- 
od Montreal during Mr, Mackenzie's term 
of office, waa another gentleman who 
declared himself in complete harmony with 
a policy of proteotion for our manufacturing 
industry. Then you will recall the removal 
of the duties off fresh fruit ; what a howl 
wont up from the Niagara peninsula, and 
how a petition signed by thousands of Re- 
formers, went down to Ottawa, imploring 
the government to put the duty back! 
(Laughter ) Mr. Lowell Is the member for 
Welland and he aupports protection for 
fruits and grapes. Mr. Gibson, of Lincoln, 
favors the protoction of fruits and wines. 
Mr. McGregor supports protection for fruits, 
wines and corn. Mr, Campbell, of Kent, a 
miller, goes in for tho proteotion of corn and 
wine and flour. (Laughter.) Mr. Beauso- 
leil, a member frnm the Provlnoe of Quebec, 
suppurti proteotion and a bonus for beet 
root sugar. Mr. Lister, of Sarnia, only 
favors proteotion upoh coal oil — (renewed 
laughter)— and Mr. Casey only wantsalittlo 
proteotion npon flax fibre. Mr. Charlton, 
the father of protection in Canada in days 
gone by, now confines himself to protection 
upon canned goods, because he has four 
canneries in his own constituency. (Laugh- 
ter,) Mr, Featherston, as I havo told you, 
favors the proteotion of hogs and pork, and 
Mr, Martin, of Winnipeg, who is a perfect 
Goliath among foee traders, goes in for pro- 
tection upon matton. (Laughter,) Finally, 
1 may be permitted to remind yoa of the 
fact that Sir Oliver Mowat has shown him- 
self to be a protectionist, because at the 
last session of the Ontario legislature $125,- 

000 of tho people's money were voted for 
the development of the iron industry in 
Ontario. (Cheers.) Sir Oliver was a good 
Tory at one time, and has nob got rid of the 
Tory leaven, and therefore favors proteotion 
for Canadian industries. (Laughter.) 

FUKE RAW .MATERIAL. 

Not to weary yon at much further length, 

1 may say that the government are in favor 
of freo raw material, so that tho article 
broDght in can be manufactured in this 
oountry, industries built up In our cities 
and towns, and a home market may be de- 
veloped for oar farmers. We are In favor 
of free necessaries of life which we import 
from abroad, in oontradistinction to the 
English system, which imposes a tax upon 
thu former. (Cheers ) Oat tariff and our 
policy are not offensive. They are de- 
fensive. Wo have no hostility to our 
Amerioan neighbors. We are willing to 
enter Into any fair snd reasonable treaty 
with them, bub wo are not going to enter into 
any trado relations which would bo huniiii- 
uling to Canada and injurioua to tho Em- 
pire (applauat), and I would like to know 
tho loyol Canadian who would wish us 
to act othorwiao. (Applause.) 1 know 
there are plenty of loyul Canudiana in tho 
Huforni ranks who aro thoroughly anxious 
for tho welfare of tho country, hut who are 
misled and deooivod by thoir leaders. Wo 
are taunted with our treatment of Mr. Alex- 
ander Mackenzie ; but our opponents are 
tho men who hounded him, Thoy caucused 
socrotly ugainac him, and deprived him of 
his leadership (Hoar, hear ) Then they 
took up Mr, Blake, and were not loyal to 
him, and he resigned in a fit of picjuo, and 
as a temporary expedient they adopted Mr, 
Laurier. Mr. Laurior, then, wua only thoir 
nominal louder- Mr, Erastus Wiman, of 
Staton Island, N. Y., was thoir real leader — 
(laughter and applauao)— and wont from 
place to place with crashing of cymbals 
udvooating commercial union. But bn 
found the people of Canada would 
not adopt that policy, and he called ic 
unrestricted reolproclty. Finally they were 
oompollcd to adopt Mr. Laurier out and out, 
because they oould not always get aoccao to 
the person of Mr. WIman, owing to circum- 
stances over which ho had no control, 
(Loud laughter ) I would say to you bo 
always ready, earnest and vigilant, and do 
not bo led away by catch cries. If any asno- 
elation of furmora ia formed It is perfectly 
legitimate, and I have nothing to aay aguinst 
It. In conoluaion, lot mo aay that while 
our oppononlB hivo alwuya ohown them- 
Bolvea hostile to tho farmers, wo have given 
protoction to them, and although lust sea- 
sion many roductions in tho tariff were 
made, und many articles woro added to tho 
freo Hot, that protection waa continued. 
Hut we do not overlook tho interosta of tho 
farmers. We aay that we must help the 
manufaoturera in order to establish a valu- 
able homo market for our farmera. (Loud 
ohoors. )

CAPTAIN WALKER'S EXPLANATION. 

Tlie Nominal Owner of the " Norma " in Sau 
FranelBCo— HlB Ulaslon to England, 

A San FranolBOO telegram of the 24th 
inat. to the Seattle press aaya : "Among the 
arrivals on the steamer Gaello from Hono- 
lula was F. D. Walker, of iho Bohooner 
Norma, who, aooordinf; to tho stories cir- 
culated, was asked to Ipavo the ropublio for 
the republio'a good. Wu'ker denies this, 
and tolls a talo of how ho left on oommerolal 
business. Ho was originally from Victoria, 
B.C., and wont to tlio IsUnds first Qvo or 
six years ago. Tbero hRvo been Bnepioions 
for a long tinio that ho wasecgigedin 
opium smuggling from British Columbia to 
Hawaii, and not long eiiico tho Norma was 
believed to have unloaded a lot of arms for 
the revolutionists at one of the irrUnds. As 
Walker made fiequent trips back and forth, 
the government ooaaidered it had u strong 
oaae agaiait him. 

" Shortly after tba reoent attempt to re- 
store the Qaeeo, Mr. Walker was preparing 
to aail for Viotoria on the Warrimeo. At 
the last moment he vaa asked to see the 
marahal, and when lie did lo hie passport 
waa taken np. At this, eo Mr. Walker 
atated, he went to see President Dole and 
then Attorney-General Smltli. Both wore 
absent, however, and he got; llttlo satisfac- 
tion from subordinates. Then ho wont to 
British Consul Hawoa, but Hawcei told him 
it was a time of war, and ho got little aatia 
faction from him. Tho upshot of it was 
that he waa detained until tho government 
could look into hia cuae, and then ho got 
word that he was to be deported. Walker 
Buys he was not deported, but there are in- 
timatioDB that that is about what it amount- 
ed to. 

" Walker's story ia that he did not really 
own the Norma, but that eho was 'In hit 
name,' while in faot Mr. Rowell, of Hono 
loin, was the proprietor. At the same time 
F. J. ClaxtoD, of D.>lbv & Claxton, Victoria, 
had her chartered. Walker tells that the 
Norma at tho time she was sapposed to be 
■muggliog Hrmsand opium, had really gone 
to the heu'^ of Queen Charlotte sound for 
Salmon. Walker profefleea loyalty to tho 
Hawaiian government, and says that just 
before the reoenti revolution ho waa prepar 
ing to Tlait London, with tbe oononrrenoo oi 
President Dole and tbe oablnnt, to raise 
funds for laying a oable from Vancouver to 
Honolulu. Walker is now cn route to Vic- 
toria. "

Starvation Terminates Her Life In One of 
New York's Cbeap Lodelne 
Houses. 

For some days past the report has been 
current in- Viocorla that BerlhaGannt whoso 
life has been so oloaely linked with that of 
Franoia Bourohler, eapeclally during tbe 
Utter pare of his oheokered career in tbe 
West, died recently in New York. It waa 
rumored, too, that eho died wretchedly and 
of actual starvation in one of the cbeap 
lodging houaos of tho groat motrnpolis, her 
babo dying at almoat the eanio timo and 
aharing tho young mother's ooflin. No oor- 
roboraiiou of thia diatreaaing nowa waa ob- 
tainable, howciver, until Monday evening, 
when the Cor.oNirsT received tho appended 
United I'reea teli gruni which flpenia to fully 
coiitirm tho dreadful etory ; 

Ni'.w ^'oiiic, Feb. LiT) — Tho unknov/n 
woman who, with her child, died iu a 31th 
BtreeL lodging house murly a fortnight ago, 
has been iJouiiliedas llortlia (lenn, lormarly 
of V'kitori'i, 1> C Misa (ienn eomo yi'Rra 
ago met Friircia .Sydney linurehier, au Kflg- 
liiluiiiin, in \'ictnnii, und f = ll in love with 
him. Hourohler wao forced to leave liritiah 
Columbia on account of somo fraudulent 
tranBactiona with which his name waa men- 
tioned, und Miaa Genu went with him. 
Several timea aho nursed him throui>h 
dingerouo illnets, and mora than once stood 
between liini and justice. At lust; IJourchior 
waa sent lo Sing Sing for forgery, leaving 
Mies Gcnn and thoir child iu want in Now 
Yoik. 8he ia said to have vainly appealed 
to a rich unole in this oity for help. About 
two weeks ago she died, and was buried in 
Potter's fisld. 

Tbe nnforlnoate yenng woman whose life 
waft tbUJ terribly tci^minated during tbe 
cold week in Now York had many friends 
in Viotoria until she set all aoolal laws at 
defiance CO aasoaiate wiib Bourohier. Con- 
demnation ia now forgotten in pity and 
many now recall instances of her self aaori- 
fico. All rosideata of the Northern Pacific 
ooaab remsnibor how Francia Bourohier, 
having reached tho pinnaclo of hia buainese 
aucceaa, dropped like a rocket atick. They 
cannot but remember too how liertlia (Jonu 
guarded hini niglit and diiy while ho waa In 
biding in tho awampy woodlard near West- 
minater, oven aoUing tho ehooa from off her 
feet to contribute to hia comfort. He was 
finally apprehended through her carrying 
food to him and her grief at thua uninten- 
tionally being the meana of diaclojiog his 
hiding pluc3 waa pitiable Bourohier fought 
hia cage then with aoinethiog of hia old daeh 
and won it, but hia luck had turned and ho 
aoon after Itfc British Columbia. Ho waa 
nfxt heard from in Now York State where 
by meana of u fraudulent check he had eo- 
cured an unwelcome iptroduotlon to Sing 
Sing. Through all hla miefortunoa he took 
comfort in the love of Mies Gcnn, who with 
their baby was awaiting hia liberation, the 
miking a meagre living in Pougbkeepsle and 
visiting him aa frequently as tbe prison 
rulea permitted. Tbe feartnl struggle with 
fate which her death ended plotnres itself to 
all iu colors of unoommon intensity.

THE CASE OF OAYIN ANDREWS. 

His Last letter to Ills Uabappy Wlfe-Tbat 
Fortune That Was to Come. 

Mrs. Gavin Andrews, of Winnipeg, whose 
bueband committed suiolde bore last week 
by cutting his throat, was called upon by a 
Nor'Wester reporter tho day after the 
tragedy, ond by him given tho first news 
aho received of the dreadful occurrence 
She could scarcely realiza the truth at first, 
but on being shown the press telegram tbe 
poor woman, who haa for some timo paat 
been in delicate health, broke down com 
pletely. In conversation, when aho had in 
a measure recovered from tho shock, she 
Bald ths.t on TuoBday, the 19th iuat., aho re 
celved a letter from her husband, to which 
she had just finished a reply when advised 
of hia death. This last letter of the unfor 
tunato man read as follows : 

ViCTOKiA, Fob. 13. 18fi^ 

1Ji:ah WihE:— I write theao few lines 
hoping to find you and the children in good 
hoiillh. aa I am at proaent. You wUl try and 
forgive mo. It la nearly live years since I left 
nome; it la a long lime. Mary, to wait, but 
God haa spared mo mercifully thua far. hoping 
He has been aa kind lo you and the children 
Now I beg of }0n for Ilia love to anawei tbi.s 
!etii;r by return and let mu know if you wlb 
come out here and when you can t ome. I iiave 
woi kuil evury ilny tint I could net it, but I 
havn KOI a lot, and kilclion ai.d pantry on It all 
paid for. Now. if you c(jul(l SP.roly raise 
money enoUKh to brinw you and lUo chihlien 
oui hero wo will get on all i igbt.

spoken, and expressed tho ixpeotation of 
receiving some of the properly on tho do- 
miao of this relative. It haa been learned 
that deoeaaod waa insured in the Q.itario 
Mutual Llie Aaeurance Company for §1,000 

Ir conversation with friends of the family 
in U innipeg the opinion waa advanced that 
deceased had become insane, and that while 
in thia condition he took bis own life. The 
langnage of tbe notes found lu the room, 
they say, ia indicative of dementia. With 
roapcot to Mrs. Andrew refnalng to join her 
husband, friends aay that ia entirely untme, 
aa the poor woman, for a considerable 
period, waa not aware if hia whereabouts, 
and the letter received lust week iudicatoQ 
that deceased had only recently suggostud 
a re-union of tho family. Mra. Andrew 
only oooasionally received money fron) her 
husband, and ia now in auoh straitened cir- 
cumstances that she could not ask that the 
remains be sent east for interment.

Cabinet Bepresentation Pressed For— 
Mr. Bithet Be-afflAns His 
Political Convictions. 

" It makes one wish the election waa a 
little closer, to see a eathering liko thia," 
was the remark of one onthuaiaitlc mem- 
ber, just before the meeting of tbe Llb- 
eraUConservatiTe Asaoaiatlon waa called to 
order last night, " standing room only " 
being then the condition proTaillng In the 
Adelphi hall. Tho preaident, Mr. E 
Crow Bakor, was la the chair notwith- 
standing the fire disaster which befell him 
at hia place of business at midday, and the 
hearty round of applause which greeted bis 
entry no doubt waa an expreesioa of appro- 
ciation of tbe fidelity to tho duties of his 
ofBcs shown by him under tbe trying oir- 
oumstances. 

Tbe first part of tbe evening was taken 
up with consideration of progress reports 
from the ezeoutive, which were adopted, and 
conatitnte a aatlafactory basis for further 
action in the direction of tbe campaigu. 
Then Mr. H. Dallas Helmoken, M P.P., 
waa oalled upon BO bring forward tbe 
reaolutlon on the anbjeot of British Colum- 
bia roproacutation in the cabinet at Ottawa, 
of which he had given notice at a former 
mooting. Thia resolution recited tho sup- 
port eonaiott-nlly given to tho policy of Sir 
John A. Macdonald and hia euocesoorB, by 
the representativi'o from I'.ritish Columbia ; 
tho largo contributions by thia province to 
tlio Duniinlcn rovonue ; ond tho necesBity 
for tho presence of a British Cokin)blan on 
the executive, in order that mattora afl'uol- 
ing thia part of tho Dominion may bo in- 
telligently dealt with ; and it proceeded : 

*' lie it thoreforo reaolvcd by tho Libnral- 
ConscrvativoA saociation of Viotoria, B.C., 
in general meeting aaeombled, that the 
Premier of Canada be and he ia hereby ro- 
speoifully requeatcd to toko this matter 
into bis most favorablo consideration and 
appoint a Britiah Columbia member to the 
cabinet at an early duto." 

Mr. Rattray seconded tho rcBolution, and 
it was unanimously adopted after aoveral 
brief addreaaoB in support of it bad been 
made. Amongst those who apoko wore tho 
Chairman, Hon. Senator Macdonald, Mr. 
Thomas Barle, M P., and Mr. E. G. Prior, 
M.F,, all of whom told of having at various 
tlmoa brought the matter to the attention of 
the Dominion government, and the reply 
always received aoknowlidging the desira- 
bility of the suggested representation, though 
it has not yet been granted. It was stated 
alao that when tbe present cabinet was 
recently formed the Briclah Columbia mem- 
bars joined in renewing the request, which 
backed up by tho present resolution and 
othorwiao bids fair to receive due considera- 
tion when thenext reoonetruotlon takes place. 

When Mr. Helmokca was moving tho 
resolution ho took occasion to refer to a 
rumor which he was informed has been in 
circulation about tho streets, to the efTeat 
that on thia oooaalon he would not bo found 
supporting the cindidatoi of the Liberal 
Conservative party. Ho wished to give 
this tho moot emphitio oontradiotlon, and 
to aay that altogether apart from personal 
considerations ho would bo found support, 
log the men who are ohoaon by the party aa 
their oandidatca. (Applause.) 

Col. Prior also spoko of a rumor wbioh be 
bad beard, or rather of a statement made 
to him by a gentleman who thought that for 
that reason the present governmeut should 
not be supported. That was, that they are 
so much under the inQuenoe of tbe 
Canadian Paoifio railway that they dare not 
assist tbe British Pacific project. He wish- 
ed to say that there la not tho slightest rea- 
aoo to Buppoae that the Dominion govern- 
ment will not deal quite aa Itberalljr with 
the Britiah Paoifio aa with any other coloni- 
zation road, whenever the time comes for an 
application to bo made to them on behalf of 
the company. (Hoar, hoar.) 

Speaking of rumors led a gentleman pres- 
ent to remark that he had neard an inter- 
esting one concerning which he would like 
to hear from Mr. Ritihot, namely, that that 
eonlloman had sold out bis interest in the 
Hrltiah Pacific, and alao tho outer wharf, to 
tho CP R (Laughter) 

Mr. R P. Kithet, M P.P., thua invited 
rose ainidat renewed laughter and applause, 
and said ho could supplcinent this last stated 
ramor, for he hud boon told that tho con- 
sideration ho was to receive waa S1,,')00,000 
He h.\d replied that if tho gentleman who 
told him that would give him the $.500,000 
for tho wharf and put tho §1,000,01)0 into tho 
IJritlsh Pacific railway, that would give tho 
ro;vd a very fair atart Indeed. Tbe money 
li-is nnt yet been placed, however. (L-iUgli- 
ter, ) With rcforoneo to Col. Prior'a remuiks 
as lo Dominion aid, he might aay that ho for 
one hiul novor hud any miegivinga on that 
subject, ; but that he felt confident that 
whenever the onipany are in n position to aak 
it they will receive from tho Dominion gov 
ernment tho aaaia'ancotowhich theyarefairly 
entitled, on tho basia of that invariably 
granted to roads declared to be for the 
benefit of the Dominion. (Applauee. ) He 
believed that no government would even 
think of refuiiog this oompany fair con- 
aidoratlon, for before the British Pacific is 
halt built I he development resulting from 
that faot, and the aetnal inoreaae of tbe 
population, will bo such that the province 
will bo in a position bo command the con- 
sideration which it will deserve. He, too, 
had beard a strange rnmor which ho thought 
this a fit time to mention. (Laughter ) 
H* had board It stated that bo would on 
this ocoi'.niou be found in opposition to thu 
prcaont Dominion government. Ho wiehed 
to stoto dlaticctly thot that government 
will have hia most oordi&l support — (hear, 
hear ) — and he could not itnagino anything 
more unlikely than that ho should bo found 
voting "Grit." (Laughter and applauee.) 

Afier eome further revelations as to 
rumora being put in otrcniation for the pur- 
poses of ilio opposition campaign the meet- 
ing adjourned.

POWER HOUSE BUKNED. 



Tbe Vletorla Electric Lfgrht Company'i 
Works Serionsly Damaged 
by Fire. 



More Thau Two Tlionsand Lamps Ex- 
tiDeaished With All tlie Atten- 
dant Discomforta. 



The fire bolls rang out ab half past twelve 
yesterday for a fire at the Victoria Electric 
Light Company's works on Langley street. 
Peter Weil had seen that the power house 
was in flames and loii- no time in oalling 
out the department. When the firemen ar- 
rived tbe flames seemed to be bursting 
out from all parts of tho building. The 
chemical, the brst engine on tbe ground, 
quickly got to work and did what it could 
till four lines of hose were laid, one from 
tbe steamer at tbe oornsr of Government 
and Fort streets and one each from hydrants 
at Langley and Fort, Wharf and Fort and 
Langley and Brougbton streets. Fortunately 
tbe building waa not very high tbe pressure 
from the hydrants being very weak.Thestream 
from the engine was the only really 
effective one. The entire inside of the 
power house was apparently on fire, and for 
a short timo the firemen bad hard fighting. 
To add to their difficulties there waa a 
barrel of oil blazing close to one of the win- 
iluwe, and when tho chemical stream firat 
iilruck it the blazing oil spurted out burning 
foreman Henry, of tbe chemical, in the face, 
not, however, seriously. In tbe next build- 
ing to tho power house J. Bosoowitz & Son 
had a large (juaDtity of fura stored, und tho 
tiro spreading to tho roof above, utrenuoua 
exertions were made to remove Ihem to a 
place of aafely. Tho fire was, luiivever, got 
under control before it got imido the aloro- 
houao, and in twenty miuutefl the brigade 
liud things their own way. Cliicf Djaay 
and hia men worked well, and the police did 
yood eervico in keeping bade the crowd who 
had gathered in tho eireeto to see thu tiro. 

By one o'clock tho iiru had been exlin- 
^uiahed, though one otream waa kept play- 
ing for a oonoider.iblo timo longer. After 
all was over the inlerior of the power house 
presonted a forlorn ajipoaranco ; tho whole 
place waa gutted, and tho electric plant 
damaged to the extent of between $8,000 
and §10,000. Tho reault ia that last night 
two thousand less oleotric llghta wero In 
operation than nsnal. It: la likely that tem- 
porary arrangements will be made for tho 
tramway company to lun as many of the 
lights aa possible. Tho Victoria Electric 
Co. will hold a meeting to-duy to consider 
tho situation. 

How the fire originated ia not known. 
There waa no one in the building at the 
lime, the engineer, William Mllligan, having 
left at noon. Evidently tho fire had caught 
aomowbere close to the boilers and, 
i^a the floor of tbe room waa 
saturated with oil, spread rapidly. 
Several tons of coal were stored in tho power 
house ; but luckily tbe fire did not got a 
lodgment in it, or the firemen's task would 
have been a much harder one. As it wos, 
moat of the damage ia confined to tho elec- 
tric light machinery, tho woodwork and the 
roof ot tho brick building. Unfortunately 
a painful aooident happened to hoacmaii L. 
G. Buruj, who in trying to catch on to a 
reel fell and cut hia lineo neverely. 

As far as can bo aeoortaiuod at present 
the total lose will, at iho outEide, reach bo 
tweon $11,000 and §12,000, including §1,000 
on tho building and damage to tho Block of 
fura belonging to Bueoowitz & Son. Tho 
nicc'rio ll^ht plant ia inaurcd for f.'), 000 ; 
§2 COO in tho Queen and a similar amount 
In the London it Lancashire. Tho building 
is Insured for 54,000 in the North Britiah & 
Mercantile, while Bosciwii/, tc Son have 
their furs insured for $1:1,000 in tho Quepu, 
North British & Mercantile and the Na- 
tional of Ireland.
